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VICTOR, Colo., June 8.—Martial law was 
declared in the Cripple Creek district at 2 
o'clock this morning by the posting of Act- 
ing-Governor Haggott's proclamation at a 
number of places in the camp. The post- 
ing was done under the direction of Adju- 
tant-General Bell, who arrived at Victor 
from Denver at an early hour this morn- 
ing with the proclamation. Conditions in 
the camp are quiet, according to all ac- 
counts. Five hundred troops are on their 
way to this region. 

Gen. Bell has assumed commagd of the 
military and control of the district and 
has called a council of the officers of the 
local military companies. He has also 
ordered Col. Verdeckberg, who had charge 
of affairs in the district when martial law 
énded there several months ago, to the 
district. 

At 2:30 o’clock this morning Gen. Bell 
and the mine operators led by Charles M. 
MacNeil and C. C. Hamlin stapited on a 
secret trip down.the Short Line Railway, 
their destination being unknown, every 
member taking the greatest precautions to 
conceal the purpose. No sooner had Gen.

24 Union Men 
Deported From District. 


— night 24 union men were put on @ 
speci i train and departed from the district. 
A. guard of deputies.rode out of the dis- 
trict with them. The men were residents 
of the following towns. of the district: Crip- 
ple Creek, 3; Victor, Independence, 12; 
Goldfield, 3; Anaconda, 2; Altman, 1. They 
were all active unionists and served as lead- 
ers in the strike now pending. Six ad- 
ditional city officers have been forced to re- 


sign their offices, namely Chief of Police 
William Graham, Night Marshal Fred Har- 
dey and Justice of the Peace Charles Har- 
rington, Justice J. P. Thomas and Alder- 
men J. W. Murphy and J. J. Tobin. Their 
reputed sympathy for unionism led to this 
action. 

In each case a committee of the Citizens’ 
Alliance waited upon them and compelled 
them to act immediately under pain of vio 
lence. Sixteen deputies, armed with sawed- 
of the shotguns, visited the union store and 
made a thorough search for weapons. They 
were rewurded with finding a rifle and shot- 
gun concealed behind a large icebox. Sub- 
sequently they went to union headquar- 
ters and overturned everything in an ef- 
fort to find the union records.

JUDGE MOORE’S RULING. 


There is no law providing for the 
formation of a Mine of voters in front 
Of a polling place or giving any voter 
a particular place or right in it. 
One voter has no more right in this 
line than another, and if one man 
can crowd ahead of another he has 
that privilege. No direct assault 
on the persons named in the in- 
dictment has been shown. The 
contention of the rrosecuting wit- 
nesses that because other men 
pushed and crowded in ahead of 
them, they were interfered with is 
not valid.”

As told in late editions of Tuesday's 
Post-Dispatch, Judge Hiram N. Moore, pre- 
siding in the court of crim‘nal correction, 
took from the jury the case of Timothy 
lavin, a well known Democratic ward 
worker, indicted on the charge of intimi- 
dating voters at the Democratic primaries 
March 12, and dismissed the defendant. 

Judge Moore held that the charge of in- 
timidating voters had not been sustained 
because the prosecution failed to prove 
direct assault upon the persons named as 
witnesses in the indictment. 

He held in effect, that the prevention of 
men from voting by crowding ‘‘Indians”’ 
or others ahead of them in the line before 
the polling place, did not constitute an 
offense against election laws. 


The testimony showed that Lavin was 
diligent in putting men in line ahead of 
voters waiting. to cast their ballots, and 
that he made threats against those who 
protested. 

It was testified that he took tay of 
men to the rear door of the polling place 
and had the policeman on duty there ad- 
mit them to cast their ballots. 

It was also testified that he “‘managed’”’ 
details of “repeaters,” issuing to them 
slips of paper on which were written the 
names under which they were to vote. 

It was testified that he was active, with 
others, in pulling voters out of line, as 
well as in thrusting supposed “‘repeaters’’ 
and “‘stallers’’ into places near the front 
of the line. 

The testimony covering these charges was

The state contended that it was an of- 
fense to thrust one man into the voting 
line ahead of another; and that if one 
man could so be thrust into line, 10,000 
men would have the same right and 
privilege. Judge Moore,- however, fully 
sustained the defense’s contention, called 
the jurv back, took the case from it and 
dismissed the ae

PEKIN, June 8.—Viceroy Alexieff recent- 
ly issued a proclamation stating that he 
had instructed the troops not to engage 
the Japanese forces, but to retire inland 
Manchuria being thereby kept free of ac- 
tual warfare. 

The Chinese inhabitants ara, therefore, 
instructed to continue their usual avoca- 
tions. 

Those caught helping the Japanese or 
acting against Russia are threatened with 
extermination and warned that they will be 
held responsible for the preservation of the 
railways, the responsibility resting upon 
the villages located within 20 miles from 
the point where there had been any de- 
struction of this class of property. 

For the first offense, the people of such 
villages will be fined, for the secomd of- 
fense, the villages will be destroyed and 
the villagers will be put to the sword, not 
a soul being spared. 

Not only will the common people be held 
responsible in this matter, but also the 
Manchus and loca] officers. The proclama- 
tion also charges the inhabitants to make a 
gtrict search for all suspicious characters.

The police have not yet found Mrs. Cer- 
vera, to tell her of Cervera’s death. She 
left her boarding house near the ruins of 
the bullring this morning to come down- 
town. 

Cervera had told casua! acquaintances 
that he was going downtown to see Bass 
and that he did not Know whether he would 
return alive. It is said at the bullring pro- 
fessional jealousy was one source of recent 
enmity between the men. 


SAYS HE WAS ATTACKED. 


When Bass was locked up at the police 
station he threw his coat off and paced 
nervously back and forth in his cell. At 
first he declined to make a statement, but 
changed his mind and said: 

“Cervera came to my goom and accused 
me of interfering with hf business because 
I had been trying to have bullfighters 
paid their salaries and given transportation 
home. He said he had obtained transporta- 
tion for them, and that all who wanted to 
go could do so and those who did not want 
to go could stay. ‘What about the sal- 
aries?’ he asked. 

“Hie became furious, cursed me, said he 
would cut my liver out, drew a huge 
butcher’ knife from under his coat and 
lunged at me. | was in a corner, and to 
save myself I jumped over the bed. My 
revolver was lying on a stand. I seized it 
and turned. and as Cervera continued to 
advance I fired and he fell. 

“TY acted entirely in self-defense. 
my life or his.” 

A. Melville, a carpenter of 
place, was making some re 
door of room 27, two doors from the one 
in which the tragedy occurred. He said: 

“TI don’t know When Cervera went into 
the room, but within 10 minutes before the 
shot was fired four or five bullfighters 
entered the room. I heard voices, but 
it did not sound as if the men were quar- 
reling.

He beckoned to me and said: ‘Come here.’ 
I went to the door of the room, but did 
not go in. The man who had been shot 
was on his knees against the north wall 
of the room, a little west of the middle 
of the room, with his face toward the other 
men and toward me as I stood at the door, 
which was-at the east side of the room.

FOUGHT WHILE LOOKING 
INTO REVOLVER’S MOUTH 


Plucky Young Man Told the Robbers 
He Would Do Some Shooting Him- 
self—They Fled Without Firing a 


Shot and Escaped.

M. B. Holly, night clerk at the Star Phar- 
macy, Twelfth and Olive streets, reported 
to the police at 4:30 o’clock Wednesday 
morning that five minutes before he had 
put to fillght two highwaymen who had at- 


tempted to rob him. 
* He said the would-be robbers ran north 
on Twelfth ‘street to Locust, and turned 
west. The police gave chase, but did not 
find a trace of them. 

Holly says the two men first entered the 
store at 3 o'clock and bought a glass of 
soda water each. They tendered a §$5 bill 
in payment, evidengly trying to get a 
chance to estimate the amount of money 
in the cash register as he made change. 

One of the men was heavy set, weighing 
about 175 pounds and standing about 5 feet 
19 inches. He wore a dark coat, light 
trousers and a light slouch hat. The other 
was about 5 feet 7 inches tall, weighed 
about 145 pounds, and wore dark clothes. 
Neither had a top shirt. 

At 4:20 o'clock, according to Holly, the 
smaller of the men, returned to the store 
and ordered a small package of medicine. 
After making the purchase he started out, 
but at the door was met by the larger 
man. Both re-entered the store, the larger 
men advancing on the clery, who was 
Standing near the front of the store and 
close to the cash register. 

“The big fellow thrust a revolver in my 
face,’’ said Holly, ‘‘and told me he would 
shoot if I did not quickly put my hands up 
and surrender. I told him there would be 
two at the shooting, and I had a revolver 
in my coat pocket anid wanted a chance to 
get at it. 


Landed on 


One’s Jaw. 

“The big fellow talked a lot and kept 
threatening. Then the little fellow 
squirmed up to me and began to try to 
take my revolver and the money in my 
pocket. I swung hard on his jaw and 
he staggered out of the door. 

“I started after him and the big fellow 
started after me, still threatening to 
kill me. He had the opportunity, but 
evidently he didn't have the nerve, for 
he didn’t shoot, and as soon as he and 
his companion were clear of the door 
both ra@n north while I began to call for 
the police. 

They turned west on Locust street and 
that was. the last I saw of them. 

‘There was $23 in the cash register 
and $= had $37 and a gold watch in my 
pocket. t thought it was rather too 
much to giw™s up without a fight, and 
they didn't get axy of it. 

Holly says this is Nis third experience 
with would-be robbers. His previous ac- 
quaintances with them were in Louis- 
ville, Ky., and in Loogoocee, a_ small 
town in southern Louisiana. He has 
heen in St. Louis since September. His 
residence ts 2802 Lucas avenue. 
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ning out of the hotel the other men ran 
south, through the hall, and I suppose left 
the building.”’ 

Bass was standing quietly, awaiting ar- 
rest. when the police entered. He was 
alone with the man he had killed, the oth- 
ers having run out. The police say he 
made no effort to resist arrest, but went 
with them without a word, handing over 
his revolver and _impressing them with 
bein erfectly cool. He simply said he 
had futied Cervera in self-defense. 

The woman who is known as Cerveras 
wife was not with him when the shooting 
occurred, She was supposed to be out at 
the Fair grounds. 

Since the destruction of the amphitheater 
by the mob. Cervera and his wife have been 
staving at the Excursion Inn, just north of 
the ruins of the pavilion. 


THEORY OF JEALOUSY. 


The woman its a blonde of striking 4p- 
pearance. She was at the bullfight Sunday 
afternoon, occupying a box with the bull- 
fighters during the Wild West. show. She 
was cidbeernaaly owned, and shone quite 
as brilliantly as did Cervera, who was pre- 
sented as the matador, though it was Bass, 
who did the killing, who was really the 
matador of the troupe. 

The police are investigating the theory 
that jealousy because of the woman might 
have played some part in the tragedy. 


SAID CERVERA FIRED. 


Several members of the company of 
bullfighters had been staying in a rooming 
house at 2703 Morgan street. Basa left the 
house on May 27. When he applied at 
the Mozart hotel this morning for a room 
he told the proprietor that there had been 
some trouble between himself and Cervera 
about the payment of the men, and that 
Cevera had shot at him and to avoid fur- 
ther trouble he had decided to leave the 
house. 

Cevera and his wife, with the rest of 
the company. left the rooming house last 
Saturday and went to live in a cottage 
near the amphitheatre which was burned 
lown Sunday.

At noon 
Norris B. Gregg, director of admissions, 
who had been in personal charge of the 


Lindell entrance all. morning, estimated 
that 50,400 children and 7000 ults, in ad- 
dition to the ordinary crowds, had passed 
through the seven gates of that entrance. 
He said about 25.000 children had gone 
through the other gates open to them. The 
estimate of the total admissions for the 
day was at that time between 110,000 and 
120,000. 

Mr. Gregg estimated that 30 children 
passed through each of the seven gates 
ach minute between 8 o’clock and noon. 
There was one adult for about every seven 
of the children. 

The children were in their glory and they 
came from everywhere. Some of them were 
very small children, and many were very 
large ones. No tickets and no credentials 
were necessary; the word of the child as 
to the school attended was all that was 
asked Therefore when strapping fellows, 
apparently in the neighborhood of 30 years, 
approached and innocently declared they 
were in the High School, they went in with 
the rest. 

The children swarmed into and through 
the exhibit palaces. They did not waste 
their time in foolishness, but hurried to 
the places where they could see things.

NEW YORK, June 8.—Hannanh Elias, the 
octoroon, charged by John Platt with hav- 
ing secured from him by blackmailing 
methods nearly $700,000, passed the night in 
the Mercer street police,station. : 

She was taken from ,her palatial resi- 
dence in Central Park West, where the 
doors were knocked down with axes, to 
police headquarters in a carriage. She de- 
layed so long at home arranging her toilet 
that the latter pluce was not reached until 
nearly 2 o'clock. After having given her 
name, age, etc., she was taken'to Mercer

She was arraigned to-day and held in 
$50,000 for examination neat Friday. Bail 
was not furnished and she was committed 
to the Tombs prison. 

When the prisoner was taken from her 
cell to a cab, in which she was taken to 
the Tombs court, she was met by a jeer- 
ing crowd, which filled the street around 
the police station. Detectives, assisted by 
several patrolmen, succeeded in clearing 
a passage and ‘the carriage proceeded to 
the Tombs. 

Efforts to serve a warrant on Mrs. Elias 
in a civil sult had kept a crowd about her 
house for a week and when the detectives 
attacked the doors with axes in order to

_ Accepting the statements of President Francis and Secretary 
Stevens that the work of publicity and promotion in connec- 
tion with the Exposition has not been neglected, yet many will 
differ from them in their opinion that the Exposition is bene- 

sd by publie ignorance }of its greatness, variety and beauty, 
and that more is gained "by astonishing the people who come 
to see it without realizing how great it is than by apprising 
all: the people, who may be induced to come, of its greatness. 

President Francis, while justifying the publicity work that 


outside public do not realize the greatness of the World’s Fair. 
In his telegram to Secretary of the Treasury Shaw he says 
rather proudly that others have complained that the public 
does not know what the Exposition is and that those who 
come and see it are surprised to find it much better than they 
expected. 

Secretary Stevens expresses the same view. He gives ground 
for the inference that the Exposition management does not de- 
pend much -upon press advertising, by vigorously supporting 
the policy of underadvertising. “In the course of the next few 
weeks,” he says, “the Exposition at St. Louis will realize how 
much hetter it is to be underadvertised than overadvertised. 
Those. Wwho come from a distance invariably express astonish 
ment and go away to spread the information that this World’s 
Fair is beyond all anticipation, and far beyond what has been 
printed about it.” 

This theory of successful advertising will astonish the public, 
and especially successful business men, who advertise effectively 
even more than the World’s Fair astonishes the visitor who ac- 
cidentally stumbles upon such a good thing without any idea of 
how godd it*is. Would it not be better to induce a million per- 
sons t@¢ome:to see the World’s Fair by letting them know how 
good it is thah to astonish a thousand who come to see it with- 
out realizing its greatness’ 

Of what advantage is it to keep the truth about the great- 
ness of the Exposition out of print and to wait for the in- 
forma thor, 6f its greatness to be spread abroad by chance visit- 
ors? Wnderadvertising and overadvertising are relative terms. 
To ov@radvertise is to advertise falsely, to misrepresent the 
merité of the article to be disposed of. Underadvertising is an- 
other form of false advertising, as it depreciates the article in 


There are many conspicuous examples of success through over- 
advertising, but not one instance of success through underad- 
vertising. 

But Why err either way? Why not let every one that can 
be reached know all about the greatness of the Exposition? 
aif you Wave a good thing why conceal its goodness? Why not 
let everybody know you have it, and how good it is? 

It is impossible to overadvertise an Exposition of the great 
ness and beauty of this one, which is sure to satisfy and de- 
light ali who see it. Tt is impossible to let its attractiveness be 
too willély‘Yhown. The quicker the public is informed of its 
grentnogs and the more widely spread the information the bet- 
ter.

Direct legislation means law-making 4dil- 
rectly hy the people. It is composed of two 
parts, the initiative and the referendum. 

If the tnitiative were a part of our gon- 


‘stitution, then 10 per cent of the qualified 
| voters of the state, which in Missouri would 


amount to about 70,000 voters, could sign 
a petition stating that they wanted a cer- 


eter 
demanding that this law be referred to the 
vote of the whole people of the state, and 
under the provisions of the referendum this 
law would have to be printed on all the 
ballets at the next general election, and if 
approved by a majority of the people then 
and then only would it become a law. But 
if réjected by a majority of the voters then 
it would become null and void and be 
marked vetoed by the sovereign people of 
Missouri. — 

These two principles, the initiative and 
referendum, combined in our constitution 
would constitute the system known as 4i- 
rect legislat:on. .

“An intelligent Porto Rican observed that 
most of his fellow-countrymen who travel

ever, they are satisfied to be Porto Ricans 
upon their return. But those who go to 


the states become Americanised. They not 


only like the Americam people and ways, 
but they return to their native homes with 
@ desire to be Americans. It is the same 
feeling that makes excellent American citi- 
gens of the foreigners who come to this 
country. 

“These Porto Ricans have a confused 
{idea of America. Most of them feel rather 
indifferent toward us. They are very anx- 


fous to see for themselves the manner of 


The only 
Way they can ever become Americanized 
is by visiting this country. Certainly no 
class could inffuence and educate public 
opinion in Porto Rico to a better under- 
standing of what it means to be an Amerit- 
can than the teachers of the public scliools.

SHREVEPORT, June 8—In religious and 
medical circles the progress of the case of 
Julian Renfro of this place who was strick- 
en deaf and dumb in Chicago last Tuesday 
night after he had challenged Providence 
to a demonstration of the Supreme Power, 
is belng closely followed. 

With several physicians in constant at- 
tendence upon him, the hope was ex- 
pressed today by his mother, who is @ 
Christian and church-going woman, that 
the boy ultimately will recover the use of 
his’ faculties. 

If he does, he announces in a written 
communication that he will at once seek to 
fit himself to join the ministry. For Ren- 
fro, since his arrival here from Chicago, 
has completely changed his views, and is 
ministered to daily as much by a clergyman 
as by a physician. 

In religious circles it is felt that his con- 
dition is due as much to his blasphemy as 
to nervous attack, and the church-going 
people unhesitatingly declare that if he 
ever does reguin the use of the impaired 
faculties ft willl be because he has con- 
fessed conversion and repentance. 

The circumstances of Renfro’s attack 
were mnost dramatic. Hé was employed in 
a Ohicago tannery as a shipping clerk. 
Last Tuesday night, with four companions, 
he enguged in a game of whist. @ con- 
versution turned on religious topics, end 
three of the young men expressed a firm 
belief in God. Renfro scoffed. 

“I Would believe in God if I could,” he 
said. ‘but i have read a great deal of In- 
gersoll's writings and am unable to have 
faith.’’ 

“Why, there are manifestations of God 
all about you,’’ suggested one of the young 
men. Again Renfro scoffed. 

‘Fellows,’ he said, “if God would dem- 
onstrate Himself to me in some way—if, 
for instance, He should strike me deaf or 
dumb or blind, I might admit His exi- 
stence.”’ 

With the words on his lips the young 
man turned pale, his arms shot out In front 
of nim, and his lips began move con- 
vaOreny, but no soun presesene from 
them. e began beating his ears with his 
hands and the next instant he fell face 
forward on the floor unconscious. 

In alarm his companions sent for a phy- 
siclan. Renfro was restored to conscious- 
ness without much difficulty, but it wag 
then discovered that he was stone deaf and 
unable to utter a sound, 

Dr. G. Draper diagnosed the case as 
one of nervous attack, and though Renfro 
adually regained his strength, the use of 
is faculties appeured to be shattered. and 
it was decided to send him here to hig 
mother. 

The silence which surrounds him every- 
where turned his thoughts inward, and ie 
had not been here a day before he penned 
“% réquest for a Bible. Since then fe has

of his case today: ving statement 
“At the time I lost my hearing I saw 
a beautiful light in one corner of the 
room. It reminded me of lightning. In 
the midst of this light there appeared 
an angel. I remember the scene perfect- 
ly. The vision lasted for a few moments 
Only, then disappeared as suddenly as 
it came. 

“T told my friends that unless the God 
they believed in would strike me deaf 


one. Almost as soon as I finished the 
sentence the power of speech was taken 
away from me, and a few minutes after- 
ward I was unable to hear anvthing my 
friends were saying, nor was I aware of 
any noise going on about me. I was 
stricken so suddenly that I ‘hardly knew 
what had happened. I tried to address 
my friends, but that was impossible, and 
since that day I have been unable to 
hear or utter a word. 

‘Now I am asure there {s a God and 
have every reason to believe that God 
wants me to work for him. From now 
on I shall spend my life in His service. 
“IT am confident of getting all right. I 
believe my powers will be returned to 
on I shall spend my life in his service.
